Now that Christmas is mighty near 
here the subject of candy is an ab- 
sorbing one with the young people at 
least who will be surprised to read 
these figures: In 1850 there were 383 
manufactures listed for the United 
States, with a total invested capital 
of $1,035,671, a total of $458,004 |«id 
in wages and a product valued at $3- 
080,671. The figures for 1900, accord- 
ing to the 12th census, show 4,297 
manufactories, 33,583 employes earn- 
ing $10,867,687 a year in wages; an 
invested capital of $35,155,361 and an 
annual product valued at $81,290,543. 
The best experts put the value of the 
present, output at from $100,000,000 to 
$125,000,000, but this, as before inti- 
mated, is far below the mark, because 
some very large concerns, some of 
which have sales of more than $100,- 
000 a year, are not scheduled as 
manufacturers, as they make candy 
only for their own retail trade, and 
sell none of it to other dealers. 
$120,000,000 worth of candy or nearly 
two pounds to every man, woman and 
child in the country. Now is the time 
to get your share. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis, wife of the 
President of the Southern Confeder- 
acy, still keeps her residence in New 
York, although she goes South during 
the winter months. Mrs. Davis is 
now 81 years old and very feeble, al- 
though not ailing.

WITH Congress in session only a 
week, over 10,000 bills have been in- 
troduced in the House alone. Of this 
number 5,373 are known as public 
bills and 5,963 are designated as pri- 
vate measures, for the reason that 
they are in the interest of individuals 
or corporations. Of the latter class 
pension bills constitute the great bulk 
of the number presented. The mem- 
bers are evidently working over time 
to fool constituents, who will never 
hear of most of the bills again. 

A bill introduced in the House by 
Representative Humphreys, of Missis- 
sippi, strikes a body blow at "blind ti- 
gers” in prohibition States. It compels 
the Federal government to make public 
the identity and location of the holders 
of Federal liquor licenses. A splendid 
bill and we hope it will pass. We have 
always contended that government li- 
censes should be prima facia evidence 
that whisky is sold by the holder. 

Death reaped a rich harvest among 
men who play games during the year 
now coming to a close. As usual, 
football leads with 21 victims. Base- 
ball is second, with eleven fatal strike- 
outs, and the running turf t^jrd with 
nine fatalities. Boxing, supposed to be 
the most brutal of all sports, recorded 
only six deaths, which is only one more 
than the to tal for the year pr evious. 

The Jamestown Exposition should be 
one of the most interesting from a his- 
torical point of view that was ever giv- 
en in this country. It is in a section made 
famous by two wars and every inch of 
it is filled with historical memories. It is 
hoped that Congress will be more liber- 
al than usual with such enterprises and 
vote a big appropriation. The event is 
scheduled for 1907.
